UR CONTIGUOUS TERRITORY. 

The Times has printed a number of 
articles advising merchants to consider the 
future prospects of going after the Mexican 
trade. Alaska, Hawaii and the Philippines 
offer illustrations rapid growth of com- 
merce between west.coast ports and com- 
paratively new trade regions along Pacific 
shores. 

The commerce of the United States 
Alaska Increased from $19,700,000 in 1903-4 
to over $48,500,000 in 1915; that with Ha- 
Wali from $23,000,000 in 1897 to pearly 
$103,000,000 In 1916; that with the Philip- 
pines from $4,000,000 in 1898 to $49,500,000 
im 1915. Trade with these lands has been 
built up in spite of the fact that with re- 
6pect to continental United States they are 
non-contiguously situated, separated from it 
by thousands of miles of ocean or, as with 
Alaska, by the intercepting lands of a for- 
eign nation. 

The physical relation of Southern Call- 

‘fornia to the west coast region of Mexico 
ig that of adjoining territory—a great help 
in buf up trade. We refer those who 
assert that Lower California is nothing but 
a barren desert to the fact that Alaska was 
so Considered at the time Seward advised 
its purchase. Mexico’s share of the Impe- 
rial Valley alone produces crops of 4 great- 
er value than all Alaska. There are other 
sections of the southern peninsula of agri- 
cultural worth. Its coastline is nearly dou- 
ble that of our own State in length, and in 
some respects more favorable to commerce 
as it is more broken, with many bays and 
inlets. Since the fish canning industry has 
sprung up in Southern California the coasts 
of Lower California have become of great 
importance as fishing grounds; hundreds of 
boats from our section were said to have 
sought Mexican waters last winter when it 
seemed that the fish, like tourists, had all 
gone to southern latitudes. There is rea- 
son to believe that this part of Mexico alone, 
after order shall have been restored, can 
support as large a volume of commerce as 
Alaska does at present. 

Sonora is known to have great mineral 
wealth and large areas of grazing grounds; 
while the lands ot the Yaqui River Valley 
are so fertile that they have for years been 
a bone of contention between their original 
owners and the Mexicans. 

The west Coast states of Mexico below 
Sonora are similar in climate to Hawall 
and the Philippines. They have in addition 
mineral resources of great value. Their 
area is about three times that of the Phil- 
ippines, and were they to become as densely 
populated, would support a population of 
over twenty millions. There is no appar- 
ent reason why our trade with this part of 
Mexico's coast should not equal in volume 

that of the northern ports now carried on 
with Hawaii and the Philippmes. 

During the Diaz regime Los Angeles had 
| hardly grown to the point of reaching out 
after foreign trade. Now that we have 
built up good harbor facilities and realize 
the importance of commerce to the contin- 
ual growth of our city, there is a scarcity 
of ships, and Mexico is torn by internal 
troubles. The latter condition is bound to 
be overcome, and our trade with our neigh- 
bors to the south inerease to the point of 
giving us a place among the leading ports 
of the Pacific.

In the harsh terms Germany has 
imposed upon ill-fated Rumania, the 
Allies may perceive the fate that 
would be meted out to them were 
the foe to win a great victory in the 
West. 

In order to save a shadow of in- 
dependence. Rumania was com- 
pelled to give up its entire Black 
Sea coast to Bulgaria. Control over 
the Danube passed to Austria and 
Germany. The latter demanded and 
received large wheat, petroleum and 
salt concesstons. Rumaniah goods 
entering the Kajser’s empire must 
pay duty, but German will en- 
ter Rumania free. 

In brief, it is the intention of Ber- 
lin to exploit the little mation in 
every way possible. Rumania will 
be forced to buy the goods Germany 
manufactures, to sell eve ing it 
produces to Germany if the latter 
desires the commodities, and to per- 
mit the monopolization of its min- 
ing resources by a power whose sole 
thought is the strengthening of Tev- 


tonic military mighf and the weak- 
ening of Slavic and Rumanian 
power. 


Poland and Great Russia will be 
undéred in the same way. The 
kraine, because it is a pawn in 
the Kaiser's diplomatic game in the 


east. will be favored to a greater 


extent, but even it has gained na- 
tionality at the price of economic 
independence.

What is of superlative importance 


‘tm the readjustment that must take 


place is that our people shall de 
impressed with the necessity of 
economizing the consumption of ar- 
ticles of clothing, food and fuel and 
of every other thing which consti- 
tutes “a drain upon the available 
supplies, materials and resources of 
the country. Everything wasted now 
is nothing sbort of criminal. So far 
as I have been able to observe, the 
American people are not sufficiently 
aroused to the necessity of economy 
and of saving in this really serious 
time, not only im the life of America, 
but of the nations of the world. 

Dp to the present there has been 
a relatively small denial of pleas- 
ures, comforts and conveniences on 
the part of the average citizen. He 
is drawing upon the general store 
of supplies in the country with al- 
most the same freedom as before 
America came into the war. This 
Cannot continue without serious 
hurt to the nation and to the world. 

The great financial operations of 
the government cannot be carried 
forward successfully unless the peo- 
ple of the United §tates economize 
in every possible direction, gave 
their money and lend it to the gov- 
ernment. By saving money they 
give up some of their needless pleas- 
ures; they reduce their demand 
upon the. general supply of food, 
clothing and other materials in the 
country, releasing thereby that much 
tor ue use ot dur own armies and 
the armies and civilian populations 
of the niations*which are fighting the 
common danger with us. 

They are at the same time in- 
creasing their own material pros- 
perity by their savings, and they 
are directly helping their govern- 
ment by lending it the money with 
which it can buy the necessary sup- 
plies and command the nécessary 
services to make our fighting forces 
stronger and more effective in the 
field; and this means an earlier vic- 
tory for American arms. 

LESSON OF ECONOMY. 


The great difficulty is to impress 
this lesson of economy upon the 
American people.

With this in view it 
was my privilege to suggest to the 
Congress the raising of $2,000,000,-

even as 25 cents, to their owu gov- 
ernment. 

These stamps are not issued by 
the government as an investment for 
the rich. They are intended for 
people of small means primarily. 
They are intended to bring within 
the reach of everyone in the United 
States the opportunity of investing 
in the obligations of the United 
States government upon terms un- 
usually advantageous to the investor 
and to encourage everyone to save 
his money and lend it to the gov- 
ernment. 

The plan offers the most direct in- 
centive to economize and save ever 
offered to the people of the country. 
When the government makes it pos- 
sible for everyone to Know that by 
saving 26 cents, which otherwise 
would have been wasted, he can in- 
vest that 25 cents in a government 
obligation, it is a definite objective 
to which each one’s economy may 
be directed. 

GOVERNMENT'S CREDIT. 


We must realize that the govern- 
ment's credit is vital to the success 
of the war; that it underlies every 
activity. It is a sacred duty of every 
citizen, and it should be regarded as 
a glorious privilege by every patriot 
to uphold the government's credit 
with the same kind of sélf-sacrifice 
and nobility of soul that our gallant 
sons exhibit when they die for us 
on the battlefields of Europe.

The City Council, which was 
elected by a majority of the people, 
bewed to the will of a minority 
yesterday, when it adopted an ordi- 
mance providing for the abandon- 
ment of the Silver Lake Parkway 
improvement proceedings. Those 
supporting a majority of the prop- 
erty owners in the assessment dis- 
trict were Messrs. Reeves and Con- 
rad. 

Only 30 per cent. of the property 
owners protested against the im- 
provement. That the remaining 70 
per cent. are anxious to stand their 
proportionate share of the cost of 
the project was told to the Counell, 
but the statement was given no con- 
sideration. 

That the majority may yet win, 
however, is possible, because it is 
known that Mayor Woodman is not 
in favor of the abandonment. He 
believes in a policy of postponing 
such projects while the war is on 
and js opposed to arbitrary action 
that is undesired by a majority in 
any district. 

WOULD BE CALAMITY. 


' The Mayor is out of town and 
Ceunciilman Farmer is the acting 
Mayor. He, too, is opposed to. aban- | 
demment and if the ordinance is 
sent to him it is not improbable that 
he would veto it. 

Many strong arguments were 
made to the Council against the 
adoption of the ordinance. One of 
the most forceful speakers was Mrs.| 
A. 8. Lobingier, president of the 
Friday Morning Club. She said the 
Public Affairs Commitee of the club 
had made an investigation of the 
proposed project and reported that 
while it is not opportune now to gu 
ahead with the work, it would be a 
calamity to abandon proceedings. 

“I can not understand why this 
Ceunci] would not support the ma- 
jority in any assessment district,” 
Mrs. Lobingier said. “I belong to 
the majority in this district and it 
is hardly believable that the majority 
can not rule. 

“We must either have a horrid 
tin-can gulch, a disgrace to the city 
and a breeder of disease or a park- 
way that will be a credit to Los An- 
geles. This guich will either be the 
worst thing the city has or the best. 
Te abandon these proceedings the 
Council would brand Los Angeles as 
an overgrown village. 

“We should look upon this pro- 
ect from its future aspect. After the 
war, we shall be a bie metropolitan, 
cosmopolitan city. We want men 
with city brains, not village brains 
to operate our municipal govern- 
ment. 

“In the name of four children and 
grandchildren I protest against the 
abandonment.”
